it happened. They should decide if they 
want to exercise their right to have a lawyer 
present. This is an especially important deci¬ 
sion if the matter is at all serious. Either 
way, they should have ready any physical 
evidence to support their explanation, such 
as photographs, receipts, statements of wit¬ 
nesses, a carefully studied and drawn dia¬ 
gram of which cars were where, and the like. 

The Parent or Guardian should avoid be¬ 
coming emotional. This is as self-defeating 
as is worry or apprehension, and only serves 
to cause more problems. The Office of the 
Referee is not the place for the adult to 
question the child, or to correa him or to 
berate him. The Referee’s office is the 
proper place to hear both sides of the matter 
in order to more fully understand what hap- 
penedj and to show a sincere determination, 
if the charge is true, that it will not happen 
again. It is far better to sensibly seek the 
cause and a solution to any existing prob¬ 
lems, for, when we can eliminate the cause, 
the effea is gone too! 

Generally, any other matter involving a 
Minor, other than minor traffic offenses, are 
heard behind a security door that is moni- 
tered to control who has access through it. 
This is necessary because the open door on 
the opposite wall of the inside waiting room 
leads to the Juvenile Detention part of the 
building. Directly behind the security door 
is the waiting area and the entrances to the 
four Superior Court courtrooms. In these 
room are heard matters of a more serious 
nature: such as driving under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs, injury accidents or hit- 
and-run accidents particularly with bodily 
injury involved, a situation where a Minor 
has continually been brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the Probation Department, naming 
the Minor a Ward of the Court, determina¬ 
tion of custody, and a serious 4 W violation 
by a Minor. 

Even though the matter is serious, the 
Minor and his Parent or Guardian have been 
interviewed in the course of the investiga¬ 
tion by a Juvenile Probation Officer long 
before the court date. All sides of the matter 
have been examined and discussed, and a 
recommendation to the Court has been made, 
which, in most cases, the Juvenile Court 
Judge will follow. The Minor and his 
Parent or Guardian have been informed of 
this recommendation well in advance of the 
date of their court appearance. 

On the day and at the time appointed, the 
Minor and his Parent or Guardian, who have 


received a Notice of the Hearing and a copy 
of the Petition (the Probation Officer’s re¬ 
port), arrive at the Juvenile Probation De¬ 
partment. They announce themselves to the 
Receptionist in her big square walled desk. 

She will admit them through the elearically 
locked door, and they will take a seat inside. 

The Probation Officer will join them. Part 
of his job is to make them relaxed. He will 
smile and speak softly while talking to them. 

He will once more explain what has trans¬ 
pired up to this moment. He will then talk 
about who else will be in the court at the 
same time, if anyone. (This could happen 
in a situation where more than one Minor is 
involved in the same matter, for example.) 

He will ask if the Minor or his Parent or 
Guardian have any questions. If they do, he Í 
will carefully explain the answers. He does 
not want anyone to enter the courtroom un¬ 
prepared. He will, finally, go over the pro¬ 
cedure step by step. 

When the Baliff calls their names, the 
Minor and his Parent or Guardian enter the 
proper courtroom. The Minor and his Parent 
or Guardian will, generally, sit together be¬ 
hind the low partition, or else, in the event 
of more than one Minor, the Minors will all 
sit in the front row with their Parents seated 
behind them. The Probation Officer (now 
called the Court Officer) will introduce 
everyone to the Judge (the Court). The 
judge’s desk is on a raised platform and is 
called the Bench. The Judge will ask the 
Court Clerk to read the Petition aloud. The 
Court Officer asks the Minor and his Parent 
or Guardian if they understand the Petition. 

If they do not, the Court Officer will ex¬ 
plain it to them. This done, the Court 
Officer proceeds to advise the Minor and 
also his Parent or Guardian of their rights. 
They will have the right to have an attorney 
present, the right to present evidence in 
their own behalf, to confront and examine 
any witnesses in the matter, to remain silent, 
and the right not to be required to answer 
any questions unless they want to. This hear¬ 
ing is called Informal because there is nr> 
jury present, and the Judge renders the final 
decision. 

The age of the Minor, his home life anJ 
school record, parental fitness, the degree of 
seriousness, the number of previous referrals, 
and the Minor’s depth of knowledge of the 
law he has broken are all faaors in deciding 
most court cases. Here, too, the judge will 
consider heavily all matters concerned with 
the Minor, his family, his home-life, the cur¬ 
rent offense, his past involvement with the

law, and his adjustment in the community. 
The final decision of the Judge will be what 
he feels is in the best interest of the Minor, 
who is never guilty or innocent. The Peti¬ 
tion is either true or false. 

Before the Judge gets ready to render his 
decision, the Parent or the Guardian are en¬ 
couraged to speak up, to explain their feel¬ 
ings and attitudes, what disciplinary steps 
have already been taken, or will be taken, 
any anything else that would be pertinent. 
Often such information can result in the 
Judge lessening his final decision. Unfor¬ 
tunately, some Parents or Guardians are 
over-awed by the formal atmosphere in the 
courtroom, the adherance to the law, the 
sober black robe of the Judge, and the pre¬ 
cise legal procedure. All this can cause the 
Parent or the Guardian to change his mind 
and either contest the Petition or request 
legal representation. Should the Parent or 
Guardian show any indecision, the Judge 
will order a Continuation to allow for more 
time to make a final decision or to find an 
attorney, either private. Public Defender, or 
Court appointed. 

In the second article we will tour the 
Municipal Courts, where such matters as 
Small Claims, Civil Suits, and Traffic Cita¬ 
tions are considered.

So you have to go to Court!

Editor’s Note: The following are a series 
of articles on the general subject of going to 
court. They are intended to help the reader, 
who may someday find himself in a situation 
that can only he solved by appearing in a 
Court of Law, to avoid the paralysis of fear. 
They are to serve only as guides, and in no 
way are they to be considered as valid legal 
advice, which can be obtained only from 
someone directly engaged in the practice of 
law. 

Why does this thought fill one with fear? 
We all have seen the brilliant TV lawyers in 
their stage-set courtrooms casually reading 
their lines to his Honor, the judge, the Ladies 
and Gentlemen of the Jury, and We, the 
People, in the Peanut Gallery. How calm 
and self-assured they are, these TV attorneys! 
There is no tremor of fear in their voice as 
they address themselves to the spectators, the 
jury, and the "Court.” Please note that the 
Court is the correct way to refer to the pre¬ 
siding judge, who is properly addressed as, 
"Your Honor.” But they are merely actors 
while we are real people, and real people be¬ 
come frightened by the "Unknown.” It is 
my hope that, by the time you finish reading 
these articles, you will have been introduced 
to the ways of the Courtroom, and, that this 
knowledge will serve to dispell some of the 
fear. 

Basically, there are two courts in the Santa 
Clara County Court System, Municipal 
Courts and Superior Courts. Each has its 
own personality and its own variation on the 
main theme of Procedure. Juvenile Court is 
a branch of the Superior Court. In Juvenile 
Court, the .emphasis is on the child who is 
called the Minor. By defination, in Cali¬ 
fornia, a Minor is anyone under eighteen 
years of age. Juvenile Court is actually two 
courts in one, Traffic and Superior. In 
both courts the presence of the Parent or 
Guardian is required as well as that of the 
Minor. 


In Juvenile Traffic Court the presence of 
the Parent or Guardian is requested. When 
a Minor receives a traffic citation, he will be 
sent in the mail, a notice to appear which 
will give the date and the specific time. 
While you may have to wait, it is important 
to be there on time. 

On the appointed day and at the proper 
time, the Minor and his Parent or Guardian 
present themselves to the Receptionist at the 
desk. She will tell them to take a seat, and 
then inform the Juvenile Traffic Court 
Referee that they have arrived. The Referee 
is a Probation Officer who has been ap¬ 
pointed by the Court. When your name is 
called, you will enter the office of the 
Referee. As soon as the formalities of intro¬ 
duction are completed, the Referee will ad¬ 
vise teh Minor of his Rights. Then he will 
read the Traffic Citation, explain the ; n- 
fraction of the Vehicle Code, and ask if the 
Minor has anything to say in his own dc 
fense. 

If the matter is contested (denied), the 
arresting Officer may be present. If there, 
the Officer will describe the circumstances 
which led to the issuance of the Citation. 
The Minor and his Parent or Guardian both 
have the right to question the Officer and 
to present any evidence they may have to 
prove the Minor's innocence. In the absence 
of the Officer, such evidence is presented to 
the Referee for his consideration. If you do 
not speak or understand English too well, 
bring with you someone who does to help 
you. 

When all the facts have been brought out, 
and all the mitigating circumstances have 
been clearly explained by the Minor and his 
Parent or Guardian, the Referee will make 
his decision known to the Minor. 

Since the purpose of the Juvenile Traffic 
Court is to impress upon the Minor and his 
Parent or Guardian the seriousness of his 
disregard for the California Vehicle Code 
and not to punish him too harshly, generally 
a just Referee will bend over backwards in 
the Minor’s favor. However, this is depen¬ 
dant upon the seriousness of the traffic of¬ 
fense and the number of times the Minor has 
been before a Referee in the past. The maxi¬ 
mum fine a Juvenile Traffic Court Referee 
can impose, per appearance, is $50.00. 

Prior to their arrival at the Juvenile Pro¬ 
bation Department (incorrectly referred to 
as "Juvie” and "The Hall”), the Minor and 
his Parent or Guardian should review what 
happened, and, if the charge is true, why

Julian Nava

Julian Nava has had an unusually active 
and varied career in education. He has 
taught in several foreign countries, includ¬ 
ing Venezuela and Spain, as well as in the 
United States Territory of Puerto Rico. 

Nava was a lecturer and consultant to the 
Compensatory Education Programs, and in 
1966-1967 was a co-director of an institute 
on the role of minority groups in United 
States history, which was organized under 
the provisions of the National Defense 
Education Act. Nava maintains an interest 
in his own neighborhood, and serves on 
the Community Advisory Committee of the 
University of California at Los Angeles. In 
early 1970 his name was being mentioned 
frequently for several State political of¬ 
fices, and on February 10 Nava announced 
his candidacy for the position of State Su¬ 
perintendent of Public Instruction.
